Duke Alexis Is 
Near Death From 
Being Stabbed 


Col Finley's Figures 
Show W hy He Favors 
The Good Roads Bonds 


BERLIN, Oct. 25.—That the lit­ 
tle Duke Alexis, heir to the Rus­ 
sian throne was recently stabbed 
by a nihilist and is in grave dan­ 
ger of death, is the report in cir­ 
culation today. T hat the Duke who 
is but eight years old, was stab­ 
bed while walking with his nurse, 
is the report. For two 
or 
three 
days past, dispatches have stated 
that the youthful Duke was seri­ 
ously ill, but no information was 
given as to the nature of the ill­ 
ness, as nothing was given out 
from the Imperial household.

25.—Lieutenant 
I Charles Becker, charged with precur- 
t ing the death of norm an Rosenthal, 
I the gambler, was convicted of m urder 
I in the first degree at three and a half 
I m inutes after midnight this morning. 
The jury was out eight hours. 
The verdict came only after 
the 
| most protracted struggle among 
the 
jurors, whose argum ents at tim es rose 
to such a pitch that their voices were 
heard in W hite street below the jury 
room, on the ground glass windows of 
which were silhouetted their angrily 
gesticulating figures. 
Mrs. Becker, wife of the convicted 
police official, was barred from the 
courtroom when the 
jury 
returned 
with their verdict. Seated in the cor­ 
ridor outside, the dread news was bro­ 
ken to her as gently as possible. 
She 
sat perfectly immovable when the mes­ 
senger told her husband’s fate, appar­ 
ently stunned, she neither moved nor 
spoke. Then her eyes closed and she 
apparently swooned. 
Friends carried 
her away. 
The verdict was a severe blow 
to 
both the defendant and his wife 
and 
1 counsel, all of whom had been confi­ 
dently looking for a disagreem ent at 
least. 
None of the jurors who convicted 
Police Lieutenant Becker of m urder 
in the first degree at m idnight would 
discuss the deliberations today. It has 
been learned, however, that all agreed 
Becker was guilty from 
the 
start. 
Becker still maintains his innocence 
of the m urder of Gambler Rosenthal 
and lays the blame of the conviction 
on Justice Goff’s charge to the jury. 
He said: 
"Justice Goff's charge to the jury 
is m anifestly unfair. If I 
had 
been 
given a square deal I would be a free, 
man now.” 
He made the announcem ent that, an 
appeal will be made by Attorney Mc- j 
Intyre today.

VIENNA, Oct. 25.—W ith more fight­ 
ing men engaged than ever faced each 
other in any batties of the Napoleonic 
wars, the Turk on one side and the 
Bulgar and Serb on the other are to­ 
day battling for possession of Adrian­ 
ople, the gateway to the sultan’s capi­ 
tal of Constantinople. Entrenching as 
they go, a force estim ated at 200,000 
Bulgars are creeping up on Adrian­ 
ople, taking fort after fort at the point 
of the bayonet. At any hour a general 
assault may begin. The Bulgars have 
captured the m ajority of the Turkish 
redoubts and are less than three miles 
from the main d e fe n s e The killed 
and wounded on both sides are placed 
at between 6000 and 10,000 men. 
Word from Podgoritza tells of the

M ontenegrins 
under 
General M artinovitch of

dominating Tarabosch and of a pre­ 
sentation of a form al demand to the 
Turks to surrender. 
A Cettinje dispatch says that tb s

they have only 70,000 men there. T h ey ; 
declare that the main strength of the I 
Turkish arm y under Abdullah Pasha

If this is truo it is certain that 
Adrianople will fall, and the final bat* 
tie m ust occur at some natural fort­ 
ress between Adrianople and Constan­ 
tinople.

The elder Clark had gained posses 
sion of the baby through court pro­ 
ceedings immediately after Mrs. Tan­ 
ner’s second m arriage In New York. 
The child had been left 
with

T anner’s mother, Mrs. McDowell in 
Los Angeles.

The new rules provide that all lake. 
bay and sound vessels carrying pass 
engers must be equipped with suffic­ 
ient lifeboats to carry at one time all 
on hoard, including both passengers 
and crew. 
The regulations, however, carry a 
ffrovision that, between May 15 and 
Septem ber 15, only sufficient life sav­ 
ing boats to accom modate 30 per cent 
of tho passengers and crew may he 
carried. 
During these 
months 
the 
danger of storm and shipwreck is very 
remote, hence the regulation. 
Vessels which carry passengers and 
crew but which do not go beyond the 
five-miie limit, where they will not he 
submerged in the event of a wreck, 
are perm itted under the now regula­ 
tions to carry only IO per cent of 
facilities.
